THICK GRANITES: 

A) Material: Granite shall be of (insert kind of desired granite) as produced by Globe Marble & Granite 
Corporation or equal, free of defects which impair durability or appearance. 

B) Shopdrawings: Furnish and submit (insert desired number) of detailed shopdrawings for approval 
by architect, showing on each sheet a list of pieces with exact sizes and numbers. Cutting not to 
be commenced before final approval by architect. 

C) Joints: To be V 4 " inch thick if not otherwise specified. 

D) Steps: Granite for steps shall be of granite as produced by Globe Marble & Granite Corporation 
or equal. 

Treads shall have non-slip rubbed surface. Risers shall be fine rubbed or polished. 

VENEER GRANITES: 

Where granite is used as a facade only 7 / 8 " thick slabs shall be used. A thicker granite for decorative 
purpose serves no purpose and might weaken the construction. The appliance of hookerstones on such 
constructions is not recommended. 

A) Material: Granite shall be (insert kind of desired granite) as produced by Globe Marble & Granite 
Corporation or equal, free of defects which impair durability or appearance. 

Thickness: Granite shall be of 7 / 8 inch standard thickness. Allow 2 inches from face of granite to 
face of masonary or concrete. 

B) Polish: All exposed surfaces shall be marked “polished Granite“ and shall show a high gloss polish. 

C) Anchors: Machine drilled anchor holes will be furnished with each job, unless otherwise specified 
by the architect.
